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About Torrance Municipal Airport
Field Now Is Equipped with 
Radio, Tower, Runway Lights

One of the busiest and most 
Important areas In the city i* 
the Torrance Municipal Airport.

It IK the tie-down place for 
nearly 300 privately-owned light 
planes.

It Is the home of several fly- 
Ing schools and charter services.

It is th'e base for a large fleet 
of businesB.owned aircraft which 
local executives use to speed 
their traveling.

It Is the site on which at least 
two companies are doing im­ 
portant research and develop­ 
ment on new types of aircraft.

One of them is a VTOL (vert­ 
ical take-off and landing) air­ 
craft in which the U.S. Army has 
shown great Interesf.

Another in a new type plane 
called the Ag-2 which is being 
designed primarily to fill such 
needs of agricultural aviation as- 
crop-dusting. < 

Changes Orcurlng
Because the airport is the Im­ 

portant center of all these and 
many other activities, it is con. 
stantly undergoing changes cal­ 
culated to make it more modern 
and more efficient.

Last March 1 the City assumed 
direct responsibility for opera­ 
tion of the airport and appointed 
41-year-old Jack Egan as Air­ 
port Manager.

Kgan, who is an experienced 
flyer with a background- of 11 
years in superintending airport 
operations, is the man who4 is 
overseeing and guiding the 
changes taking place at the 
field.

He in turn Is quided by a 
master plan which Quinton 
Engineers prepared for the air­ 
port's development.

New Lighting Byrftetn
Part of that master plan Is 

the installation of an integrated 
lighting system, Egan said.

Included In the 8,ystom will be 
a control tower, rotating beacon, 
runway and taxiway lights.

"The- control tower was com­ 
pleted and put into operation on 
April 2," Kgan said. "The run­ 
way lights are ih, the rotating 
beacon is nearing completion, 
and negotiations are underway 
for the Installation of taxiway 
lighting."

The tower Is the nerve center 
for the control of all aircraft 
traffic at the field and uses two- 
way radio primaMly. For plants 
not equipped with radio, the con­ 
trol tower operator makes use 
of a light gun which flashes 
signals In red, green, and white. 

The tower is in operation from 
10 a.m. until sunset.

The rotating beacon will Ident­ 
ify the field as a usable airport, 
said Egan, but if. will not be put
